We realize that the bill as passed 
two years ago bas Its defects, but we 
protest against any legislation during 
the present session. 
We consider It

tirem ent Fund until Oct., 1917, when 
all the teachers shall

Iu a paper oil “Housing Conditions as 
Factors Iu the I’riHluction of DLease” 
Professor James l ord of the depart­ 
ment of social ethics of Harvard uni­ 
versity shown the many ways In which 
the house may affect health. 
Injuries caused by housing conditions 
include almost all forms of superficial 
wounds, due to defectively built or out 
of repair structures. 
Such Injuries are 
increasingly prevented through build­ 
ing laws, housing laws aud fire preven­ 
tion law*. Sjieclfic legislation can pre­ 
vent diseases caused by chemical lad 
soiling from defective lines ami ga- 
fixtures. .Malaria, which Is transmitted 
from man to man through the modi un 
of the mosquito, may la* red mod If 
rooms are well screened. 
The I'. >uk- 
worm disease may la* largely prevented 
by the universal requirement of moil 
em toilets. 
Since it is iHisslble by housing logia 
lation to control somewhat the factor 
of ventilation, it In possible at least to 
hasten the desiccation of the bacteria 
of diseases of the respiratory tract. 
The control of dust and dirt, the pie- 
veutioii of room overcrowding and 
provision for tin* natural lighting of 
iialla aud apartments should alii In tho 
prevention of those bacterial diseases 
The requirement in health aud housing 
luws that garbage pulls and manure 
piles shall la* covered aud tliut all or­ 
ganic wastes shall la* removed from 
premises will materially reduce I lit* 
numla-rs of Insect curriers of diseases 
transmitted through contaminated fo o d 
and drink. 
It Is probable that the conditions of 
the home materially affect tin* nervous 
tone of the occupant. 
Overcrowding 
aud the lodger evil certainly afreet the 
moral tone. 
AU provisions tending to 
encourage the construction of cottage 
homes would tend to reduce these evils 
us well as the dangers from bu* ferial 
diseases. 
Professor Ford says: 
“ Housing legislation Is most effective 
Iii the prevention of disease, in ail 
probability, not because It provides 
im-ti ne of nil rn lug contact or destroy 
lug germs, lint because of die part 
wlil'li It may play in the building up 
of resistance. 
Human In-lugs vary ap­ 
parently quite considerably iii their 
relative 
constitutional 
Immunity 
to 
s{*e< lfie diseases, but a given Individ- 
mils susceptibility to many diseases, 
as, for example, tuberculosis, may be 
considerably affected by bls mode of 
living. 
Hi*s|stau*‘e may la* reduced by 
overwork, undernourishment, abuse of 
alcohol or certain other poisons, ap 
patently also by Inadequate exercise. 
Resistance may apparently Im- Im teas 
ed by living iii fresh air. 
It is prole 
able also that sunshine plu>s a quite 
linimrtant part In Increasing human re­ 
sistance. Tho quality of the blood aud 
the number of p h agoc ytes, or white 
blood corpus* lea, w Id* Ii are Minong the 
most important of the Issly's defensive 
agents against disease, may Im* Increas­ 
ed rapidly by exposure of the lusty to 
the sunshine. In so far ss bousing leg. 
IsImtiou tends, therefore, to Im tease 
the amount of fresh air and of sun­ 
shine In the homes of all classes, it 
presumably tends to increase resist­ 
a n c e to disease 
This, lf true, oilers 
the most cogent argument of all for 
housing legislation. 
“ It should Is* umler*tood Hist housing 
conditions are seldom the sole cause of 
disease. There must lie a constitutional 
predisposition, hereditary or acquired. 
in the cs se of infectious diseases the 
germ must Is* present sud Ingest cd In 
infective quantities. 
Doctors disagree 
also as to the inode of infection or ae. 
quirement of many diseases. Neverthe­ 
less the burden of proof lies with the 
l»erson who criticises the general view 
of the pathologists and quarrels with 
the ex|s>iieuce of health departments 
and Investigators. 
Bad housing condi­ 
tion* of various sorts rosy be real fac­ 
tors lo the reduction of health aud In 
the production of a variety of disease*. 
Improvement of housing < ondltioiis will 
serve to reduce the volume of prevent­ 
able disease* and accidents and mn vs 
help to render the llvea of |*ersofis of

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A “SUPER-TAX” BILL 


We have already Riven an outline 
of the proposed tonnage-tax bill, and 
have also stated th a t C. H. W arner of 
Aitkin, was one of its numerous au ­ 
thor!. 
It is strange that there should 
always be a group of legislators that 
become joint authors of these meas­ 
ures. 
Politics make strange* bed-fel- 
lows; 
therefore W arner vigorously 
opposed his present jo int-authors on 
their tonnage-tax hills on the grounds 
of injustice and the double-taxation 
theory, and n*ow his measure la bare­ 
ly off the press and it Is never spoken 
of otherwise than as the “ Super-tax" 
bill 
meaning, of course, double tax­ 
ation. 
Mr. W arner has already been made 
tho target of severe criticism because 
of his action, abd It Is said In some 
quarters th at he is doing this In a 
spirit of retaliation. 
He says in re­ 
ply that as early as February 2xth, 
15)16. he wrote to a prominent mining 
man in this state regarding a ton 
nage-tax hill because, to quote his 
own words, “I came to Hie riffielii- 
sion that a tonnage-tax was the hest 
fairest and most scientific method of 
taxing 
properties. 
Very 
many 
people in northeastern Minnesota who 
were formerly opposed to tonnage tax 
will today welcome It. for they have 
come to realize that the present sys­ 
tem tends to ‘freeze out* the small 
holder, to foree him Into the market

Will you pleas* explain to rn# the 
difference between a reversible and an 
irrevaraibl* steering gear? 
With the reversible type steering 
geur it is possible to steer the front 
wheels by applying [lower direct to 
them, whereas In the irreversible type 
it is impossible to move the front 
wheels without applying power to the 
steering wheel. 
Most heavy pleasure cars are equip­ 
ped with irreversible steering gears, 
since they often travel over rough 
roads at a high rate of speed. Tile ir­ 
reversibility tends to do away with the 
back lash in the wheel that would lie 
felt In a car equipped with a reversible 
steering gear under the Hame condi­ 
tions. 
Most commercial vehicles, on the oth­ 
er hand, have a reversible steering 
gear, 
In making deliveries they often 
hit the curb at an angle unless driven 
very carefully.

What i* a brake equalizer and why i* 
it used? 
The brake equalizer Is a device 
which, when the brakes are applied, 
equalizes the pressure so ttiat there 
will be no more pressure on tile brake 
operating on the right Wheel than 
there Is on tile left. 
It is obvious th at when traveling on 
a slippery street one brake holding 
tighter than the other will cause the 
oar to skid sideways. 
Most cars are 
equipped witti brake equalizers, but it 
does not follow that Hie brakes will 
hold equally, because, even though 
[lerfcetly equalized, one of the brake 
liands may t>e more greasy than the 
other and consequently will not hold 
as well. 


Which should wear the longer, the 
right or left front tire under ordinary 
conditions? 
There will be very little difference 
in tile wear of the two front tires.

the engine, accounting for the vibra­ 
tion and knocking. 
Have your car 
overhauled. 


la it good practice to put a lot of lu­ 
bricating oil into gasoline so ae to oil 
above th* pistons, etc., of a new car? 
On a new car Iii which the motor Is 
pacttculsrly stiff the addition of a 
mu ii 11 quantity of oil in the gnsoUue 
would probably prove ticneflclal to 
guard against seized ties rings. A con­ 
tinuation of this practice, however, is 
tkely to result in undue trouble with 
sooted spark plugs and excessive car 
bon deposits. 


In the case of an electrically equip­ 
ped car in which tho ammeter shows 
no charge or diochargo end the light* 
will not burn nor th* horn sound, but 
tho starter works all right, will it do 
any harm if a wire is placed acrose th* 
back of th* ammeter from terminal to 
terminal ? 
Judging from your description, your 
trouble is caused by a loose connec­ 
tion in the ammeter, a n d ,to connect 
across the ammeter terminals, thus cut­ 
ting it off. will not do any harm ex­ 
cept that you are remedying the symp­ 
tom raUier than the possible cause of 
the trouble.

Auotber possible cause is that 
the valves may l>e adjusted too closely, 
so that when cold they close, but wh^u 
warm there is an air leak thut dilutes 
the mixture. Carbon trouble also acts 
this way at times, aud lf the motor bas 
not been cleaned out lately it Is nog- 
gest<*d that the carbon tie removed 
Another possibly feature which does 
not come under tbs head of ignition is 
that the dry batteries may be weak. 


There is rn peculiar grinding noise in 
th* transmission of my cor.

How­ 
ever, lf the:e are stresses ut intervals 
lit tile sound the gears may be out of 
round. Tilts is another way of saying 
Hiut cither the gears are not running 
true or the gears themselves are out 
of Nhupe. 
Such a condition may be 
caused by Improper Initial, but more 
iimihU.v by tampering with the bevel 
adjustments or bv tho gears being a1- 
lowed to operate iii oil containing small 
particles of m etal There may 1h» oof 
or more teeth with high spots. 
It b* 
surprising what damage dirt can do 
to rear axle gears. 
A small particle 
of dirt on one of the teeth may cause 
Hie gears to give an unsteady Sound 
like that < a used by gear** whh'b them 
selves are running out of alignment. 
The thrust bearings may lie worn. It 
is advised that you baya tile gears re­ 
moved aud trued up in the shop, for it 
Is almost ImpOHaiblW'to detect tbem usk 
of un out of round when the gears afd 
iii the casing. 
If /an do not Wish!to 
go to this trouble, try clean lubrbiftit 
aud bcforo placing it Into the cane 
wash Hie case thoroughly aud give tim 
gears a good i burning, also psi ag kero­ 
sene freely in both instances

float chamber to satisfy the extra de­ 
mand put upou the car when it is 
limbing a hill. 
Disconnect the feed 
pipe at the carburetor aud uote wheth­ 
er the flow Im free; lf not, remove the 
ripe and clean it with a wire. 
If the 
trouble still persists, adjust the car 
bu re tor to give a richer mixture. 
The gasoline flow, due to the low 
position of the tank, should uot lie 
affected except on a steep hill. lf you 
feel, however, that the flow Im not auf 
th lent you might Install a tank hold 
lug about a pint directly in frout and 
slightly above the carburetor. 
Thts 
tank Im merely coauected In Hie line. 
bas no valves and is ouly a reservoir, 
but with sufficient capacity to carry 
the longest hills, even though the sup­ 
ply of fuel were cut off. 


Can a vibrator be converted to a non­ 
vibrator coil for wto with a low tension 
magneto ? 
A vibrator coll could be used as a 
nonvibrator coll by removing the vi­ 
brator mechanism entirely aud taking 
the primary and secondary terminals 
and attaching them to their proper 
places. Another way would be to short 
circuit the vibrator terminals. 
The 
coll then virtually becomes oue of the 
nonvibrator type. This practice is not 
recommended, and in connection with 
a low tension magneto It might result 
in considerable trouble. There would 
lie little gallied, as the magneto already 
has au interrupter and is designed for 
use with a non vibrating eoll. 


What Is your opinion of a transmis­ 
sion service brake? 
As a general proposition such a 
brake is considered very efficient. 
In 
designing the parts of the cars, when 
a transmission brake is to be used, the 
extra st min that this imposes must, of 
course, tie taken Into consideration.
